Wallace Blasts 
‘High Finance’ 
At Indianapolis 


Declares New Deal ‘Res- 
cued Capitalist System 
of Production.’ 


INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 23.—(/P) 
Henry A. Wallace struck at “high 
finance” and “financial monstrosi- 
ties known as holding companies” 
ain a campaign speech here to- 
might. He declared that the New 
Deal has “rescued the capitalist 
system of production, which had 
been almost killed by the effects 
of financial management before 
1933.” 

The Democratic vice presiden- 
tial nominee and former secretary 
of agriculture, in his prepared ad- 
dress, termed capitalist enterprise 
the most efficient’ systerh” of 
producing and selling goods and 
iservices and asserted that the 
great collapse” of 1929 showed 
ithe need for protecting the sys- 
rtem “against the growing powers 
‘of high finance.” 

Drawing a distinction between 
“capitalism” and “finance,” he 
said that “often the profits of fi- 
Mance are most easily gained by 
controlling production, by form- 
ing monopolies to hold up prices, 
by creating artificial scarcity.” 

“T do not like production con- 
trol,” he continued, referring to 
his administration of a system of 
production control in agriculture, 
“but with so much of industry 
successfully cutting production 
and pegging prices, there was no 
other way to save the farmers 
from ruin, especially when a 
great market for farm products 
Overseas suddenly disappears.” 

“As an example of how a whole 


flock of sound, productive capi-| 


talistic enterprises can be held in 
the meshes of one of those finan- 
cial monstrosities known as hold- 
ing companies,” Wallace cited the 
Associated Gas & Electric Co., 
which is now in receivership. 
American farmers “working to- 
gether” with the “right kind of a 
farm program” and the “right 
kind of national leadership” can 
Overcome any economic obstacles 
presented by the European war, 
Secretary of Agriculture Claude 
Wickard told Indiana farmers to- 
day. At a luncheon attended by 
Henry <A. Wallace, Democratic 
nominee for vice president and 
former secretary of agriculture.

Asiatic Munich 

Even as an American presidential candidate 
spoke of economic aid to China in a review 
of the Far Eastern situation, the question be- 
came purely academic. The Japanese army was 
then casting the die of what is comparable to 
an Asiatic Munich. 

The invasion or peaceful occupation, of 
Indo-China, a French possession, poses the 
same question for the United States that was 
posed for the European democracies in the 
fateful birthplace of the Nazi power. With 
Indo-China, the Japanese army and navy will 
have taken the greatest step toward hegemony 
over the entire Far East and eventual stran- 
gling of American economy thus far made, 
even in China and Manchuria. 

For the conquest of Indo-China will nullify 
the strategic importance of Singapore as a 
bastion of British-American strength and will 
tumble this nation down a path to a war not 
of our own choice at a time not within our 
control. It is the high road to military seizure 
of Borneo and the riches-glutted East Indies; 
it is the noose for the drawing in of the Phil- 
lippines; it is the dagger pointed to the heart 
of sprawling, underpopulated Australia and to 
New Zealand. 

That is why we have heard whispers in 
recent days of a British-American agreement 
handing over the use of the English naval base 
at Singapore to the American navy. That is 
why Australia and the United States, even be- 
fore the crisis, reached an understanding 
which has not yet been divulged, if indeed it 
exists in formal agreement. 

The United States should act. Probably it 
will not, just as England and France did not 
act when confronted with Munich and the 
seizure of Czecho-Slovakia. In the first place, 
public opinion would not immediately support 
it. Education of the general public to the ne- 
cessity for action has never been undertaken, 
and without it opinion will necessarily be in 
a state of flux. In the second place, this coun- 
try is not prepared to act. A section of the 
fleet has been removed from Hawaii, osten- 
sibly for routine repairs at Pacific coast bases. 
Even if it were at full strength, the military 
operation involved in opposing Japan imme- 
diately would be staggering. If the inevitable 
British-American accord had been reached, it 
is probable that the major part of the fleet 
would be in Singapore and the Philippines 
and Japan would not now be taking the tre- 
mendously fateful step it is. 

There lies the tragedy of the democracies. 
In the final test, the victory must be theirs. 
But the early chapters are a dreary succes- 
sion of advantages won without great cost by 
the totalitarian states, moving in their secret 
ways and without the necessity for conferring 
with their peoples. These advantages must be 
overcome at great cost. 

Rest assured that the Far-Eastern Munich 
is now taking place. If America acts, if only 
to embargo all exports to Japan and to bar all 
imports from Japan (even at the sacrifice of 
silk stockings for the adornment of milady’s 
legs) then we may feel assured America at 
least has learned a lesson from the tragedy 
of Europe. If it does not, the pattern will re- 
main the same, and next year, or the next, 
the price of our ignorance and blindness must 
be paid in blood.

Editorial Digest 


JOINT DEFENSE BOARD 

The current defense conference between Can- 
ada and the United States brings a quotation from 
R. B. Hanson, leader of the Dominion’s Conserva- 
tive Party and Opposition, in the OMAHA 
WORLD-HERALD: “‘If I apprehend the situa- 
tion correctly, it was designed, in part at least, 
to assist Mr. Roosevelt in his present position 
(his candidacy for a third term)’.” The WORLD- 
HERALD adds, “Thus harsh realism intrudes 
from the other side of the border. Our neighbors 
understand a fact which we are asked to ignore.” 

In the HALIFAX (Canada) CHRONICLE, 
however, Mr. Hanson’s remarks ere called “ill- 
considered, in poor taste and even mischievous.” 
And the CHRONICLE goes on to say: “Mr. Han- 
son’s pro-British attitude, it seems, exceeds that 
of Mr. Churchill, who is glad to discuss defense 
with President Roosevelt. The whole tenor of 
Mr. Hanson’s speech suggests that someone is 
playing politics—but that someone is not among 
those taking part in joint defense conversations.” 

Angered at the naming of Mayor La Guardia 
of New York as head of the American repre- 
sentation is the CHICAGO TRIBUNE, which de- 
clares. “He has no qualifications for place of 
leadership on an international defense board. No 
one but a politician would have thought of him. 
It was characteristic of Mr. Roosevelt’s use of the 
war for his third term.” The CLEVELAND 
PLAIN-DEALER sees “The only possible sug- 
gestion of political flavor on this side of the bor- 
der lies in the selection of the New York mayor.” 

In contrast, the WASHINGTON STAR says, 
“The United States and Canada nave made care- 
ful and wise choice of the men.” ... The may- 
or’s “outstanding record as a public servant in 
federal and state governments is too well known 
to need elaboration here.” La Guardia is “a great 
spender, but also a man of boundless patriotism 
-. , accustomed to thinking of matters in a big 
way” to the BOSTON POST, and the STyLOUIS 
GLOBE-DEMOCRAT observes, “There seems no 
good reason to believe he won't make a splendid 
defense planner.” 

The MEMPHIS COMMERCIAL-APFEAL, too, 
applauds Roosevelt’s choice of conferees with the 
words: “He has gone beyond the realm of politics 
to an extent that it is going to be difficult for 
anyone to criticize his selections even though 
they be so inclined.”

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| THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
FARM BOY MAKES GOOD WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.— 


Forty-two years ago Sam Ray- 
burn, then a lad of 16 who had spent his years working on a farm 
and attending a one-room schoolhouse, was sure that he was the 
most abused boy in the world. The local congressman, Joseph 
Bailey, one of Texas’ greatest orators, was speaking at a small 
town only 11 miles from the Rayburn farm. For days Rayburn 
had been making plans to hear the great man. But at the last 
moment he was told that he could not join the family party, for 
there were many chores to be done at home. 

The next morning, when the family gathered at breakfast, one 
of Rayburn’s brothers casually mentioned that Congressman Bailey 
had stayed overnight and would speak again that day. His words 
were hardly spoken before Rayburn was up from the table, sad- 
dling his horse and riding down the rough road. : 

Rayburn did not feel at home away from the farm. He was too 
bashful to push forward, and hung on the outskirts of the crowd, 
listening intently to every word of the orator. After Bailey fin- 
ished his address, the young boy followed him, at a respectful dis- 
tance, of course, through the streets. Then and there he devel- 
oped a case of hero worship. To be as distinguished a citizen as 
Congressman Bailey and to talk as glibly to large crowds of people 
became his ambition. 

And it was only five years later, after a campaign that in- 
cluded little oratory but a great deal of visiting with his neighbor- 
ing cotton and corn farmers, that he started on his political career 
as a member of the Texas state legislature. His career reached a 
climax last week, when he was unanimously elected to the third 
highest office in the federal government, speaker of the house, to 
succeed the late William Bankhead. 


REFORMER OF WALL STREET: Rayburn’s career has been 

one not unusual to south- 
ern politicians. He was born in Roane City, Tenn., on January 6, 
1882, one of 10 children of W. M. and Martha Waller Rayburn. 
When he was four years old, the family moved to a small farm in 
the Texas black lands, near Wyndom. As a boy he worked on the 
farm and was educated at a small country school and at the East 
Texas State College. While serving in the state legislature, he 
studied law at the University of Texas. In 1912, at the age of 30, 
he was elected to the national legislature, to fill the seat once held 
by Joseph Bailey. 

Luckily he came to congress at a time when John N. Garner, 
who later became one of his closest cronies, was planting Texas 
colleagues in choice committees in preparation for the time when 
they would hold key positions in the house, as they do today. He 
drew the house Interstate Commerce Committee, and by the time 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt’s election, he was its chairman. 

Luckily, too, the first New Deal concentrated on the reform of 
Wall Street and business, and Rayburn’s position became one of 
the most important in congress. His committee devised the great 
reforms of the New York Stock Exchange, the investment bankers 
and finally, in 1935, the public utilities holding companies. Ray- 
burn proved an able committee chairman, well prepared to cope 
with extremely complicated legislation and a real fighter on the 
floor for.his bills.

Wingate honor and Wingate toil... 

Seeking new ground for a broken man 

Where only the deer and rabbit ran 

And the Indian arrow harried both, 

But she held her word and she kept her troth, 
Cleared the forest and tamed the wild 

And gave the breast to the new-born child 
While the painted death went whooping by— 
To die at last as she wished to die, 

In the fief built out of her blood and bone

She is a sentimentalist and therefore speaks of her parents 
as “papa” and “mamma.” I don’t know why it is, but southern 
people who are from families where the relationship has been close 
and sentimental, speak of “papa” and “mamma” and rarely of 
“father and mother.” 

On the front row at that party the county gave to honor her 
and the new book was an old Negro woman, the one who had been 
nurse and despot during her own childhood and those of her broth- 
ers.

Expect Help We Aren't 
Likely To Give 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


To the People of England: 
Several times in the last century our leaders and yours have 
told us too much or too little and thus planted the seed of mis- 
understanding that grew into wrath and distrust and foolish name 
calling. It takes but little to start a battle between relatives. 

Maybe we have no reason to fee] anxious now, but the latest 
deal between our rulers—the exchange of old destroyers for naval 
and air bases—has an element of mystery that suggests hidden 
agreements and understandings. 

Why do we give you so little for so much? You must wonder 
about that. And your keen desire and dreadful need must tempt 
you to believe that we are secretly obligated to give you much 
more—even to join you in an all-out struggle to save democracy. 

If you do believe there is such a secret agreement, you will 
build your hopes upon it and feel safe because of it; and then, as 
your situation grows more desperate and the expected help fails 
to come, you will think we have tricked and double-crossed you. 
It will be a cruel blow to your morale, and you will hate and 
scorn us as never before. 

So we plead with you not to be tricked by desire, nor to expect 
more than is written in the contract. If there is any secret agree- 
ment, it is the pledge of an individual, unknown to the people, 
and cannot bind them to act. 

Nobody can tell you what America will do, for nobody knows. 
Month after month we have done things that nobody would have 
thought us capable of doing six months before. 

The great majority of our people favor England—partly as a 
matter of sentiment and principle, and partly as a matter of self- 
interest. They realize, somewhat vaguely, that England’s defeat 
would leave America alone and friendless in a world dominated 
by greedy and merciless enemies. 

But there are some millions—statesmen and rich and powerful 
men among them—who either hate England or love Germany or 
welcome Fascism because they fear Communism—and these are 
doing their utmost, openly or secretly, to prevent any action that 
could benefit your country. 

Even among those who favor you, there are millions who fear 
involvement in your war and even try to block or aelay our own 
defense plans because they suspect the President of a secret inten- 
tion to lead us into war. 

We are still soft—as France was, and as you were a year ago. 
The more you seem to be losing, the less eager we'll be to join you. 
And unless conditions change, the only hope for all of us is that 
you will be able to endure Hitler’s attacks and finally wear him 
down with no help from us except the tools of war.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—() 
The house gave speedy approval 
today to a $267,733,728 appropria- 
tion bill carrying funds for train- 


ing about 700,000 defense workers 
and for initiating a program de- 
signed to give this country 4,000 
civil and military airports. The 
measure now goes to the senate. 

It makes $30,000,000 in cash and 
$50,000,000 in contract authoriza- 
tions available for the $500,000,000 
airport program. In indorsing it, 
the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee said the existing system of 
landing fields was “woefully in- 
adequate” to meet the needs of 
the nation’s expanding military 
alr forces. 

Robert Hinckley, assistant sec- 
retary of commerce, told the com- 
mittee the government's goal is 
4,000 airports, exclusive of auxil- 
lary landing fields, whereas there 
are only 1,800 now in existence. 

“The value of numerous airports 
Strategically located and widely 
scattered is brought home forcibly 
by the air battles of Europe,” the 
committee said.

Even little Johnny knows there is no sense to a proposi- 
tion where a pennant won over a period of 154 games is 
Worth less to the winning team than a couple of short series. 

It is worth approximately $100 to each player 

of a pennant-winning team. And yet it is worth vastly 

more to a play-off winner. If this, luckily, should be 

the pennant winner, all well and good. But, as so 

often happens, if it is one of the other three first- 

division teams, the winner has stumbled into an ap- 

proximate gold mine. 

You see, it is worth $100 to each player of the winning

team in the play-off, but what is IMPORTANT is that the 
Players then get 60 per cent of the proceeds of the first 
four games of the Dixie series. 

Usually the best team is going to come out ahead 
in a season of play. But seven out of ten times, a 
pennant winner won’t win a short series. Statistics 
prove it. 

Something should be done to make the pennant worth 
more to‘the players. And then, frankly, either the play-off 
should be made to mean more, or else the Dixie series should 
be abandoned. One or the other. 

Sure, fans like to see interesting ball games. That 
may justify the Shaughnessy. But there is nothing to 
justify both the Shaughnessy and the Dixie series 
under the present arrangement.
